To  Hts  Excellency  the  Honorable  John  E.  Rickards,    Gov- 
ernor of  Montana: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  fifth  annual 
report  of  the  Boiler  Inspector  of  the  State,  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  13  of  An  Act  to  Establish  a  Territorial 
Board  of  Inspectors  tor  Steam  Boilers,  and  for  the  Examination 
and  Licensing  of  Engineers. 

In  submitting  this  report  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  during 
the  past  year  there  has  been  no  explosion  of  any  boiler,  or 
steam  connection  thereto,  of  the  class  brought  under  the  law, 
in  the  State  of  Montana. 

And  the  fact  is  significant,  that  while  the  newspapers  period- 
ically report  the  death  and  mutilation  of  men,  and  the  destruc- 
tion of  valuable  property,  by  the  bursting  of  boilers  in  the 
United  States — the  statistics  of  the  number  of  lives  lost  annually 
by  steam  boiler  explosions  over  the  world  is  indeed  appalling, 
so  large  are  the  figures — the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
who  daily  come  in  contact  with  steam  boilers,  have  been  so  pro- 
tected by  a  wise  legislation  that  but  one  explosion  has  occurred 
in  the  state,  of  the  class  subject  to  inspection,  since  the  enact- 
ment of  the  law,  five  years  ago,  that  being  the  first  year  and 
before  a  complete  inspection  could  have  been  made. 

The  use  of  steam  as  a  motive  power  for  mechanical  devices, 
has  reached  so  high  a  degree  of  popularity  that  while  it  may,  in 
time,  be  diminished,  it  can  never  be  entirely  superceded  by 
electricity.  And  until  the  time  shall  finally  come  when  the  gal- 
vanic battery  occupies  the  place  of  the  steam  boiler,  it  is  the 
wisest  of  legislation  to  inspect  and  license  both  the  boiler  and 
engineer,  because  this  means  of  power  must  be  tolerated  in 
populated  districts,  in  mines,  mills,  smelters,  factories  and  all  the 
large  public  buildings  in  our  State,  where  human  life  is  con- 
stantly exposed  to  the  disaster  of  explosion. 

The  State  of  Montana  has  thus  made  a  record  among  her 
sister  states,  of  which  she  may  well  be  proud.  By  the  estab- 
lishment of    a    state    bureau   for   the    systematic    inspection  of 
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boilers,  and  the  examination  and  licensing  of  engineers,  the  State 
has  brought  this  great  reservoir  of  power  under  the  manage- 
ment of  competent  engineers,  who  are  proving  themselves 
efficient  in  experience,  in  fundamental  training,  in  the  power  of 
moral  and  physical  endurance,  and  who  will  be  recognized 
whenever  they  seek  employment  in  other  localities,  by  their 
Montana  records. 

Under  the  industrial  conditions  of  the  state,  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  past  year,  it  is  also  worthy  of  mention  that 
the  expense  attending  the  execution  ot  this  law,  under  your 
excellency's  administration,  has  been  kept  within  the  appropria- 
tion, and  that  with  some  proper  reductions  over  previous  ad- 
ministrations, in  the  fees  collected  for  certain  inspections,  here- 
inafter mentioned,  and  the  general  business  depression  through- 
out the  state,  the  receipts  of  the  office  from  all  sources  have 
come  within  the  sum  of  $1,905.71  of  meeting  the  total  expense 
of  maintaining  the  act  for  the  year. 

The  inspectors,  in  making  the  rate  unifo'-m  at  $5  per  boiler 
for  all  boilers  inspected  in  incorporated  cities,  under  the  act, 
have  reduced  certain  fees,  heretofore  charo-ed,  and  bv  this  con- 
struction  of  section  12  of  the  law,  have   increased  its  efficiency. 

The  uniform  courtesy  the  inspectors  have  met  upon  the  part 
of  engineers  in  charge,  the  owners  and  operators  of  steam 
plants,  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work,  and  is  gratefully 
acknowledged.
